POLAND. 

‘UNEASY lies the head that wears a crown "’—and doubly uneasy when 

the monarch is arrayed in the shadowy panoply of a puppet German King, 
Recollection is stirred of the sovereigns whom NAPOLEON sat upon their 
unstable thrones, only to be dragged therefrom, in almost every case, by the 
mastering force of events. And even more recently we have seen the royal 
purple of another German nominee fading painfully in the unhealthy atmos- 
phere of Albania. We shall not take too tragically, then, a step which 
rather has in view an addition to Germany's depleted troops, and the 
creation of a German satrapy, than the erection of a new small nation 
out of regard for national rights and aspirations. As Jews we have, of 
course, a very great and special interest in the fate of Poland, where 
an ironical destiny has placed some two millions or more of our 
coreligionists; and we notice that while the Russian promise of 
autonomy. to the new State stipulated for the grant of equality 
to its citizens, no such matters are dealt with, so far as we have 
been able to see, in the German proclamation. Indeed, we do not even 
know whether the popular idea, propagated by German professors, of 
keeping Jews of occupied territory out of Germany proper will not be 
extended to the Polish kingdom. The Russian Government may see the 
wisdom, at thismoment, of emphasising their own stipulation in this part of the 
Polish question, and even of setting without delay their own—that is to say, 
the Russian-Jewish problem—upon a better footing. In reality, however, the 
fate of the Polish Jews will, in the long run, depend upon the Poles them- 
selves, rather than upon their powerful neighbours. It is for the Poles to 
_ decide whether they will co-operate with their Jewish fellow-citizens in the 
development of their resurrected State, or whether they will inflict upon it 
in its infancy the blight of mutual distrust and internal strife. Domestic 
harmony and co-operation may give back to Poland much, if not all, of its 
former glory. We hesitate to think that when it again becomes mistress of 
its fate it will cast aside the chance which history has thrown so 
unexpectedly in its path. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

THE Presidential election in the United States, the eaule of which 
is still unknown as we go to press, does not seem to have pro- 
duced the same pointed references to the Jewish vote that past con. 
tests have accustomed us to. In reality, however, we doubt whether 
the Jewish cause as such can be affected by the victory of either 
side. Dr. WILSON, a man of high character, has always shown great 
breadth of mind and spirit in his dealings with Jews, a very notable 
illustration of which was the manner in which he stuck to his guns 
in the matter of the candidature of Mr. BRANDEIS for a Supreme Court 
judgeship, while his personal friendship for Mr. MORGENTHAU is well 
known. Of Mr. HuGHeEs'’ relations with Jews we know nothing, 
but we do not for a. moment suppose that the sympathetic 
attitude of past Republican Presidents towards our. coreligionists 
will in the remotest degree be modified, should he turn out 
to be the successful candidate. What renders’ the present 
election of deeper interest to Jews than usual is, of course, the 
probability—we hope we may say the certainty—that the new President 
will be in office when the peace negotiations are set upon foot. Our 
coreligionists in the United States, who are keenly and honourably con- 
cerned tor Jewish interests, may seek the good offices of the President in 
order to improve Jewish conditions in Europe and elsewhere.

WE ask the earnest attention of the community to the statement made | 


in another column, on behalf of the Russian Relief Fund. The Russian 
Government, upon whose largesse so much has depended, has found itself 
compelled to reduce, by half, its grants to jewish and other funds. Thisis 
a grievous blow, which puts the Petrograd Committee ina serious financial 
position. It is stated that the requirements till the end of January 
next are ten million roubles (nearly a million pounds). Of this 
huge total only some four million roubles, less than half the requi- 
site sum, are at present in hand, so that. six million roubles 
have to be raised. The fund collected in this country is expected 
to be exhausted by the end of the year, and it is sought, by an appeal to be 
made at the beginning of the new year, to raise £200,000 towards the large 
sum needed by the Petrograd Committee. When that appeal is issued, 
- Wherever a Jewish heart 
beats it will answer readily, as it has answered before, to the cry of distress 
sent out by hundreds of thousands of our helpless kith and kin. The 
Russian winter will soon be upon these poor people; and the Jews 
of this country will have strangely changed if they leave their 
coreligionists ill-clad and starving in its grip. In this land

THE POSITION OF THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


WE ask our readers’ attention to the letter which Mr. LEONARD COHEN) 


sends us this week on behalf of the Jewish Board of Guardians, of which 
he is the zealous President. There is a very real danger that in the flood 
of appeals, which rises to ever-higher heights, the pressing needs of our own 
institutions may be overlooked, and the community must be on its guard 
against this distinct peril. It is true that employment has been active, and 
that this has relieved for the time being the position of the Board, or rather 
prevented it from being seriously aggravated. 
rise in prices has re-acted upon the administrative charges and 
heavily affected the allowauces which are made by the Board to 
those in need. A sum which might have been sufficient before the 
war has become wholly inadequate amid present conditions, and we have 
seen a-counterpart of the present situation in the necessity under 
which the Government has been of raising the scale of Old Age 
Pensions. The result is that the Board of Guardians is confronted 
by a deficit of over 46,000, and that, too, after raiding the legacies, 
and appropriating the interest on balances belonging to various 
funds entrusted to the Board. The situation is thus very unsatisfactory, not 
to say unpleasant, and although some people of robust—we hope not 
over-sanguine—temperament may anticipate prosperous business after 
the war, an institution cannot gamble on a forecast of that descrip- 
tion, and it is therefore obliged to ask the community, which has so 
often assisted it, to repeat, once again, its traditional generosity. We 
observe that Mr. COHEN refers to a point which we ourselves have made in 


this connection—the re-distribution of wealth which is being brought 


about by the war. This may affect the capacity of many 
of the Board’s old friends to contribute on the pre-war scale, 
and recourse must, therefore, be had in larger measure, to the 


If the war has abstracted part of the wealth 
of some it has given wealth, or at all events increased means, to others. 
There are nouveaux riches in our midst, as in that of the general popula- 
tion, to-day and they must be called upon to bear their share. manfully of 
the communal burden. The Jewish masses, too, must increase their con- 
tributions—those of them, at all events, who have felt to some extent the 


diversion of wealth. What affects the Board affects all our institutions, and 
those will be wise who, following the policy that the Board has pursued, — 


take pains to bring home to the public the nature of their work. 
is important, indeed essential; and our institutions must popularise;.them- 
selves. In addition they must encourage their less wealthy patrons to take 
an intelligent and even active interest in the Board's affairs. Meanwhile. 
however, the case of the Board is urgent, and we trust that the community 
will rally to Mr. COHEN'S appeal with all their old kind-heartedness and 
generosity, and do so, if we may say so, with both hands.

A Jew’s Attack Upon Jewry. 


Some Facts and Some References. 


HE anonymous author of the article entitled “ Zionism,” which 
appears in the current issue of the Fortnightly Review, about 
which I had a good deal to say last week and feel it necessary to 

_ revert tothis, bases his main argument upon an utterly untenable 

thesis. It may have been adopted in malice or have been formulated in 
ignorance, or again resorted to faute de mieux in reliance upon its being 
accepted as true by readers of the Review, because it was to be advanced 
with an unhesitating assurance which would have been extravagant in 
stating one of the ten Commandments. But it is, as I remarked last week, 
an entire fallacy, devoid of truth in fact, though throughout the article it is 
dressed up in half-truths designed, perhaps, to catch the unwary. The author 
contends that full political rights were granted to Jews in England (as in 


other countries) on the understanding that their belief in the restoration of . 


their National being in Palestine was merely ‘‘ a pious dogma ” which “ had 
no relation to action or life,” and that only when England was convinced, 
by the representations of Jews, to that effect, could she “ justify the gift.” 
Because the profession of that belief inaless nebulous and moreconcreteform, 
as in the shape, say, of Zionist aspirations, if it had been adopted by English 
Jews of the emancipation period, would have marked them in England's 
eyes as unfitted, by reason of the inherent disloyalty necessarily involved, 
for * the gift” of full political rights. It follows, therefore, that those Jews 
inthis country (as in other countries) who cultivate or favour Zionist aspi- 
rations, are committing a flagrant breach of the understanding upon which 
the community obtained political rights, and, in addition, are disloyal to 
this (or any other) land of which they are citizens. That I have set down 
faithfully the author's argument can be gathered by any who read the 
article, or from the extracts from it which I have appended for the benefit 
of those who have not direct access to it. (1) As I showed last week, the 
proposition carries as serious an indictment as could possibly be drawn 
against the whole community. The Jewish Prayer-Book, with very definite 


Zionist aspirations, is the prayer-book of virtually all (2), Zionist aspira-. 


tions are favoured in the highest ecclesiastical and widely throughout the 
lay element of Anglo-Jewry, while certain of the most prominent of those 
by whom they are not held—our recognised and most respected leaders— 
are at this very moment busy seeking to devise some plan, in co-operation 
with Zionists, for promoting Zionist objects. It is almost needless to add, 
that the Fortnightly Review-er’s indictment fails upon a moment’s 
consideration of it, and that, touched with fact, the bubble he has none 
too deftly blown bursts into vaporous nothingness. 


N the first place, it is simply not true to assert, as this writer in the 
Fortnightly Review wishes his readers to believe, that the question of the 
Jew's belief in the restoration of the National being of his people in Palestine 
played any considerable partinthe long-drawn controversy over what is termed 
Jewish emanicipation in England. That measure which was demanded by 
Jews and supported by many non-Jews on the grounds of justice, equity, and 
human right was opposed in the main by the Established Church, and the 
party identified with it,on the plea that the grant to Jews of full political 
rights would tend to de-Christianise the country. It was held to be danger- 
ous to entrust to Jews sitting in Parliament the fate of measures which 
might vitally affect the status of the Church or the prestige of the Christian 
faith. A tavourite argument by one of the opponents of various Jew Bills 
was that as Reform in 1832 was carried by one vote so might the dis- 
establishment of the Church, and that that one vote might be cast by a Jew. 
It was fear of the effect on the Established Church, and on the Christian 
faith which it represented, that aroused the main opposition ‘to Jewish 
emancipation. There were, to be sure, other arguments employed both 
in England and in other countries, and among them was the one upon which 
the author of the article in the Fortnightly Review founds his whole case, 
that Jews, since they believed in a re-gathering of their nation in Palestine, 
were a separate people and should be treated as such. But it is absurd to 
pretend, as does this “ Englishman of the Jewish Faith,” that the struggle 
in any sense swung round that objection. It was at most a minor issue. 


F more consequence to our present purpose, however, is it to see how 


Jews themselves met this objection to their complete enfranchisement 


as citizens of the country. Did they as this author—who must be one of 
those persons since he claims to be a Jew, whose Judaism, as has been well 
said, begins in the early days of the last century—did they, as it were, 
bring their prayer-book, garnished with their faith, upon a charge, 


, 1. “When the Jews in England were granted full political rights, what were the 
arguments used tc justify the gift? The main argument of the Jews was that it was only 
certain religious doctrines and practices which separated them from their Christian 
fellow-citizens. .... It is true that it was a dogma of his religion that, at “the end of 
days,” there would come a Messiah, and that God would then “ restore” all the Jews to 
Palestine, and Messiah would be their King there for many years ; but this dogma had 
no influence ‘whatever upon his life. It wasa pious dogma, just as to some of his 
Christian fellow-citizens the second Coming of Christ was a pious dogma, which was 
believed in and prayed for, but which had no relation to action and life. For it was all 
to happen in such a very distant future, and it was to be brought about, not by human 
agency, but by direct Divine intervention. .. . . Such were the arguments and reasons 
upon which both Jew and Christian relied, and upon the strength of them the battle of 
emancipation was fought and won. Closely similar were the reasons which brought 
about emancipation in many other European Countries. .. . . Butit can, unfortunately, 
no longer be said that the arguments which were used universally by the Jews themselves 
in favour of their emancipation seventy years ago could, or even would, be used by al! of 
them to.day. A very dangerous movement has arisen among them, which, unless 
checked, may hinder their emancipation in countries where this emancipation is yet to 
seek, and even imperil its continuance (in the spirit, if not, necessarily, in the letter) in 
countries where that emancipation has already been attained... .. Its (Zionism's| 
assumptions are that the old arguments which secured Jewish emancipation are funda- 
mentally false. According to the leaders of the movement, the Jews are not merely, or 
even mainly, a religious community; they are a people, anation,....

I happen to have at hand, as I write, a volume of the issues of this 
journal between the years 1844 and 1847—the period when the struggle for 
full political rights for Jews in England was at its keenest—and I have 
taken care to examine and see how this exact plea of our being a separate 


people by reason of the Jewish belief in their National re-gathering was 


handled by Jews themselves.. We may be sure that if there were 
any pact or bargain, actual or implied, it would appear somewhere in 
the columns of the JEwisH CHRONICLE during the period named. 


There is, however, no trace or sign of any such thing. But there is, on the. 


contrary, abundant evidence exactly the other way. There is, indeed, much 
more than space allows me here to set down, and I must be content with one 
or two pregnant examples.

but a visitor, or of a community to which, from choice, he remains a stranger, 
because all his hopes and aspirations are directed to the far-distant land of 
his fathers. 


| That is a then current objection to Jewish emancipation, set out in this. 
| pamphlet. 


How is it met? Not by saying that the Jew’s belief was a mere 
“pious doctrine,” but by pointing out how in Bible history this belief 
in and work for national regeneration had never interfered with the Jew 
doing his duty to the State of which he was the citizen. . 

Daniel, like the Jews of the present day {continued the pamphlet, and I 
have supplied the italics! fully believed that his people would return to 
Palestine, and their polity be restored; and, what no Jew of the present day 
pretends to do, Daniel knew that the time for his return and restoration was 
actually come. But, though we find that he prayed most fervently, though 
he fasted and humbled himself before the God of his fathers, and though his 

three friends doubtless joined their supplication to his, we do not find that 
they neglected their important duties to the State, or that the welfare of the 
Empire could have been entrusted to purer hands than his. For it is 
expressly stated that Daniel continued in office’ ‘unto the first year of King 
Cyrus,” when the Jews actually did return to Palestine; that ‘‘he prospered 
in the reign of Cyrus,” for “he was faithful, neither was there any error or 
fault found in him.” | 


| We may say what we like of the argument or its force, but its employ- 


ment in the very midst of the struggle for emancipation, as an-‘answer tothe 
objection to Jews since they believed in a Jewish national regeneration, being 
entitled to their full citizen rights, proves two things. It proves that 
the Jews of the emancipation period made no barter of their national 
aspirations for the right to sit in Parliament, and that they did not hide or 
water down those national aspirations by represeuting them as a “pious 
dogma.”’ 


HE volume of this journal before me shows, what none will be surprised 


to learn, that there was by no means a unanimous opinion in our 
community as to the desirability of Jews obtaining full political rights. 
Would not Jews cease to be Jews if they found themselves unanimously in 
perfect agreement ? Anyway, their past affords us no material for imagining 
what they would be in such unhappy circumstances. Thus I observe that 
there was a bold “ Judaicus” in 1845, evidently a “ stern and unbending ” 
gentleman, who set his face rigidly against Reform and his feet immutably 
upon the “ old paths.’’ He was afraid of Jewish emancipation and saw in 


it ‘“Burton-Street ’’ in a thin guise. He accordingly wrote to the Chronicle: 


We English Jews i: this country but not of it pray constantly to return 
to Jerusalem and our own Jand ; we want, therefore, no modern assimilating 
plans to draw us nearer to Christians, and gradually pave the way for a gentle 
slide into Trinitarianism and emancipation. ;

PETROGRAD. 

An announcement in the Novoe Vremya regarding M. Protopopoft's attitude 
towards the Duma’s Municipal Bill is disappointing. The paper claims to know 
that M. Protopopofi’s proposal as to the representation of Jews in the 
Municipalities is to leave things as they are, namely, to look to the authorities to 
appoint a few Jewish members. Of course, the usual formula, “until the revision 
of the Jewish laws,” will be added. It willbe remembered that the Duma Com- 
mittee favoured the idea that the Jewish members should be elected by our 
coreligionists, and that the representation of our brethren should be increased. 
On the other hand, the failure of the Real Russians to obtain the appointment of 
M. Kafafov, the author of the notorious official anti-Semitic circular, to the post 
of Director of the Police Department, and the promotion of M. Vasilieff to that 
position, has greatly upset our enemies, as did also M. Protopopoff's order to the. 
anti-Semitic conference held here to disperse. The Real Russians decided to

The famous advocate, M. Grusenberg, defended the accused, 
and the Court had to decide not only whether M. Gershanovitz, who had been 
installed by the Germans as Mayor during the first invasion of the townlet, acted 
loyally to the Russian flag, but also whether the entire community of Mariampol 
remained trie to Russia. The Court found that the Jews had acted loyally, and 
bad refused to assist the invaders. M. Gershanovitz was acquitted. Thus ended 
one of the greatest libels invented by our enemies against a whole community in 
general and against a respected individual in particular.

Small wonder, then, that the coming 
among us, for a few fleeting days, of the 
Anzacs’ Jewish Chaplain, should have 
aroused the livsliest interest among 
Londoners who knew him in the days of 
his novitiate. 


ALUMNUS OF JEWS' COLLEGE, 


Capt. the Rev. D. I. Freedman is a 
London man, a former student of the Jews’ 
College, and spiritual leader of a thriving 
congregation in Perth, Western Australia. 
Nearly twenty years have passed since Mr. 
Freedman left us for a more genial climate. 
And after two eventful decades his Lon- 
don friends are more than anxious to renew 
acquaintance with him, 

A very crowded—and alas! very rainy— 
morning found me in the lounge of Capt. 
Freedman's hotel, in the company of a 
shrewd, fresh-coloured modern Maccabee 
on the sunny side of life, who admitted that he had never felt so fit in all his 
career. Roughing it in the open, in burning heat and scorching blast, seems 
to have rendered him impervious to atmospheric changes. Capt. Freedman 
has experienced climatic “all-sorts” to the full, his duties having taken him to 
Gallipoli,, Lemnos, Egypt, France, and Belgium. 


AUSTRALIA’S RESPONSE. 


A typical representative of the “tribe of the wandering foot,” with an 
interesting story to tell, | | 

How did you secure the appointment of Jewish Chaplain to the Australian 
Forces ? 

‘* Very soon after the outbreak of war, when numbers of Jewish soldiers had 
joined the Mediterranean Forces, I represented to the Government the need for 
a Jewish chaplain, and volunteered my services, which were accepted. On my 
return from Gallipoli the War Office inquired whether my services could be 
devoted to the British Forces also. For six months, then, I ministered to the 
spiritual needs of the combined forces in Egypt. Since then I have been well 
occupied in France and am at present at the latter end of eight days’ leave.” 

The response of our Australian coreligionists has been encouraging ? 

“Exceptionally so. It seems to me that Australian Jewry has responded 
splendidly; the highest to the lowest readily volunteered. They are a fine set of 
men, ready to rough it without a murmur. What is more, they get on splendidly 
with their officers and comrades. Australia is a democratic country, and no man 
sufiers for his religious principles.

‘Our men represent every social grade, men born with a silver spoon in their 
mouth, men of substance. The fact that so many hold commissioned rank is al] 
the more gratifying when it is remembered that every officer with the Australian 
forces must rise from the ranks.” |

“Yes, our ranks, in fact, contain quite a few of the Russian-born men who 
came to Australia in search of fortune and decided without hesitation to fight for 
the Motherland. There was one young Russian, a man with the ——Battalion 
who could hardly speak English perfectly, yet had taken up arms with rare 
enthusiasm. I heard to my regret that he was rather severely wounded, and made 
enquiries. He was getting on, but was most impatient. All I could get out of 
him was the repeated ‘ Do get me back to the front.’ ” , 

The Chaplain referred to this incident with manifest pleasure. 


HONOURS. 

The Jewish Anzacs have earned their share of distinctions ? 

“Rather,” replied the. Chaplain, with enthusiasm. “Lieut. Keysor, an 
Australian boy, won the V.C., as you know, and just before Rosh Hashona one 
of our boys, Private (now Sergeant) Phillips received the D.C.M. on the spot. 
Other distinctions have fallen to our share, a D.S.O. among them. Then ours 
is the great honour—as the JEWisH CHRONICLE has recently recorded—of having 
the first Jewish Major-General. A popular officer is Major-General Monash, and 
a frequent attendant at our services.'' Ps 


THE ZION MULES,

“IT came across them at Mudros and Alexandria and was more than dis- 
appointed at the news of their disbandment.” 
Fine as was the Zion Mules’ record at Gallipoli, Capt. Freedman confesses 
that, numerically speaking, the response of recruits could have been far greater. 
He had in his mind a possible force of two thousand. The disbandment of the 
Zion Mules was to be regretted from every point of view. Capt. Freedman is 
more than gratified with the success of the services organised by him behind the 
firing line during the High Holy days. The Adjutant-General, he says, was 
courtesy itself in facilitating the attendance of Jewish soldiers on Rosh Hashona. 


‘TAUBE AND TORAH. 

“ Men were allowed to come from the trenches in conveyances specially pro- 
vided for them. The attendances were splendid, and I had the unique experience 
of officiating within sound of the guns. Service was at one time interrupted by 
the flight overhead of a German Taube, soon to be chased and driven off by our 
Own aeroplanes. 

“ The Sepher Torah I used at these and other services is one which was pre- 
sented to me by the President of the Cairo community. It is a small scroll, easy 
to convey from place to place. I have used this diminutive Sepher in the desert,

JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS : 
APPEAL BY THE PRESIDENT. 


From Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN, 27, Sussex Square, W. [To tip 
EDITOR. | 
S1R,—I have again to ask you kindly to insert in your journal the annual 
appeal for funds to carry on the work of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Ip 
present circumstances, the needs of our Institutions, communal and general, are 
being overlooked in the whirl of demands from societies, especially called jnio 
being to meet the war needs of our Allies and of ourselves. The response to suc); 
appeals has been beyond expectation and has relieved the State of many burdens. 
which it would otherwise have had to bear. It is necessary now thata sim)|ar 
demonstration of the power of voluntary effort, and of the spirit of sacrifice s})4\| 
be forthcoming to ensure that the work of the Jewish Board of Guardians sha’) |. 
continued in the crisis with which it finds itself menaced. 
I will briefly explain the position, of which the serious character wi!| je. 
obvious from the few figures it will be necessary to give. Ordinary expenditure in 
relief shows only trifling variations compared with the previous year; trade con- 
ditions have not altered, and employment is active. It is in the allowances 
department, however, that pressure has been acutely felt, largely owing to the 
continuous rise in the price of necessaries, and in some degree to the growth in the | 
numbers of elderly recipients, affected by the war. The increased cost to tie 
Board has been nearly £1,100, to which must be added over £450 additional 
administrative charges, due to war bonus to staff, and to the cessation of a 
contribution from tbe Russo-Jewish Fund, which has been liquidated. 
Our receipts have been only maintained within a few pounds of the low and 
totally inadequate level of 1915, by appropriating the considerable amount of 
interest earned on balances belonging to various funds in the hands of te 
Board. These balances have been exceptionally large in consequence of tlie 
restriction of the operations of the Departments concerned through war conditions, 
All legacies received during the year, amounting to £1,500, or £600 less than 
in the corresponding nine months, have been spent, and it should be mentioned 
that since the beginning of the war the Board has utilised towards meeting its 
annual expenditure a total of over £12,000 derived from legacies. 
In spite of this, and of every effort at economy, the deficit, as the result o! 
nine months’ work, is £5,089; adding this sum to the adverse balance of / | 
existing on the lst of January last, the total deficit to date amounts to /6, 3). 
The true explanation of this deplorable position is, as I have stated on previous. 
occasions, that the support accorded tothe Board has always been inadequate, 
even in peace time, when recurrent deficits have only been liquidated by | ve. 
expenditure of legacies received from deceased benefactors. 

The redistribution of wealth, which is now taking place, is being serious!\ ‘«!t 
by the Board, as the large class of donors with fixed incomes, who have bee: 


generous mainstay in many difficult situations, are now no longer able to r¢.pond

“ What is Hell?” : A Criticism of 
the Rev. R. J. Campbell’s Views. 


ny Rapst Proressor HERMANN GOLLANCZ, M.A., D.Lit. 


No more vividly lurid description of the popular notion of Hell (perhaps the 
fons et origo of the whole conception) can, to my mind, be found in the 
Scriptures than that portrayed in the concluding words of Isaiah :— 


“And it shall come to pass that from one new moon to another, and from 
one Sabbath to another, shall all flesh come to worship before me, saith the 
Lord. And they shall go forth and look upon the carcases of the men that have 
transgressed against me, for their worm shall not die, neither shall their fire be 
quenched, and they shall be an abhorring to all flesh.” : 

Truly Gustave Doré’s pictures which illustrate the Rev. Mr. Campbell's 
article on Hell in a recent number of Pearson's Magazine are not more sugges- 
tive. But when we know as a fact that the valley to the south and south-west of 
Jerusalem was known already in Joshua's time as Gehinnom (Gehenna or Hell), 
and that the valley where children were sacrificed to Moloch became “ accursed” 
on account of its use for this purpose, we need not exaggerate this purely topo- 
graphical description into a moral and spiritual truth, affecting the destiny of 
- millions upon millions of human beings. | 

I, personally, am not sorry that there is “a marked tendency towards the 
rejection of the ancient belief in Hell as a place or state of everlasting punishment 
for the wicked after death or after the general judgment,” nor will I act the 
village preacher, and paint in vivid or harrowing colours the bliss of “heaven” 
or the pangs of “ Hell.” This is not the way that I have tried, or do try, to get 
the people to listen and take to heart. I have no more definite knowledge of these 
mysteries and “secrets belonging to the Lord ” than the merest tyro, because ‘‘No 
man shall see Me and live,” says God; in other words, no man in the living state 
shall see what God has reserved for him beyond this life. Death alone is the 
avenue to this knowledge. Let us, therefore, not throw dust in the eyes of the 


people by pretending to tell them that which must for ever remain unknown, 
for it is unknowable. | 


But we have surer and firmer ground to tread upon in enlightening the world 
as to what is popularly called Heaven and Hell. And while not, deploring 
with Mr. Campbell that “the revolt against the dogma of eternal torment, as 
popularly construed, has gone too far,” I. yet agree with him in insisting that 
“there is a Hell, and men ought to be warned to shun it, and shown why.” 

But what sort of Hell? Thatis the question. Is it eternal and everlasting, 
eternal or everlasting, if you will? ‘“‘Is Hell a place or a state?” asks Mr. 
Campbell, and adds “I should say it is both.” 


I take it that it is not a question here af dogma, of Jewish or Christian 
doctrine, but a question of personal views onthe subject. I will, therefore, confine 
myself to these; and as my small contribution is not intended to be an essay on 
the theme I necessarily leave out of consideration entirely, and do not even 
state, the various opinions held and expressed by the Rabbis of ancient or more 
modern times. } 

Let me begin by saying in a word, I believe that Hell is not a place, but a 
state. I fully agree with Mr. Campbell, “Hell may begin here and now. when 
retribution follows hard upon the heels of wrongdoing”; but when he says: 
“ Properly speaking the designation heaven or hell appertains to conditions 
following death,” I should prefer, if bis sentence is to stand, “popularly speak- 
ing" for “‘ properly speaking,” unless he alters the sentence thus: “ Properly 
speaking, heaven or heil appertains a/so to conditions preceding death.” 

This is just the important difference I wish to bring out. The doctrine of 
llell, as commonly understood, affecting but the individual sinner, seems to me 
to be to aggravate the spirit of selfishness in man. The world, or life, is a chain 
of events and actions, an inter-dependence of efforts; and we dare not leave this 
consideration out of the subject with which we are here dealing. Dr. Campbell's 
article throughout has, I venture to think, too individualistic a trend; it does not 
take into account effects: it stops at the one man, the sinner himself. I wish to 
go much further, and to put in the strongest plea for teaching the Hell of ‘Here 
and Now”—in this world, in the life of the individual sinner in the form of 
remorse or a change of fortune, and, as a consequence of his sins, in thé ever- 
lasting or eternal punishment to be realised by the sinner himself that will of a 
surety Overtake those who come after him, 

To my mind such a-doctrine will bea greater deterrent to menon the threshold 

of wrong-doing than any number of hazy, harrowing descriptions of extreme 
torture to be dealt out to the sinner when he is ‘dead and gone.” The positive 
knowledge which can now, thanks to modern investigations, be scientifically 
cemonstrated, that his sins will affect countless generations after him, must surely 
be more forcible and convincing than the popular and old-time method of depicting 
the sinner himself (not realising further responsibility) going to ‘ the bottomless 
pit, and being alone “tormented by flakes of fire on a plain of dry and hot sand.” 
His punishment ends with him; all trace of sin and punishment dies with him ; 
it does not affect posterity. Looking at it from this point of view, I do not think 
itis too much to assert that the doctrine of Hell after death isin reality pernicious, 
inasmuch as man may in life “go astray after his own heart and eyes,” and con- 
sole himself with the thought (to use colloquial language), “I've had a good time 
in this life, and I care not whether I suffer for it in an after-state, which may or 
may not be.” — 
If, on the other hand, the men and women of the world are taught that Hell 
ishere, before death, for them and their descendants, then they may be more 
willing to hear and receive correction, and save themselves and those whom they 
have born and reared, and those again whom these will bear and rear, from the 
miseries and sorrows of eternal or everlasting torment. | 

Teach them to look round and see for themselves, and witness the daily con- 
sequences of wrong doing and crime—patent to every eye that will see. Make 
them reflect that if they steal and think lightly of human life, they will not have 
to wait for hell-torments after death, but that the inevitable result of their actions 
will follow in the punishment they will have to bear; and if they have children, 
the result will be that their children and children's children may grow up thieves 


and murderers and prepare for themselves also the hell which they themselves 
have found here. 


If men and women be taught by object lessons that it can now be proved that 


a large, perhaps the larger, proportion of the vast army in the world of dwarfs 
and mis-shapen creatures, of the weak and feeble-minded, of the deaf and dumb 
and the syphilitic, is it to be traced to the immoral lives led by ancestors near to 
them or further away from them, I ask will they not rather “be good,” and be 
deterred from evil by the force of such examples than by the bad dream or bug- 
ear of an after-state of torture, presented to them in the undefined and undefinable 
guise of the term “ Hell” ? 
Let men realise, once for all, that as “ our acts our angels are, or good or ill,” 
SO May our actions in themselves be our “ heaven” or our “ hell ”"—‘‘ hell” being 
represented by the terrible condition of unending fear in the present and dread of 


the future, “ heaven ” by restfulness and peace here and by the bright prospect of | 


eternal hope and faith in an hereafter.

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF ABRAHAM'S STORY. 

‘‘Hearken to me, ye that follow after righteousness, ye that seek the Lord: look un‘o 
the rock whence ye were hewn, and to the hole of the pit whence se were digged. Look unto 
Abraham your father, and unto Sarah that bare you; for when he was but one I calied 
him, and I blessed him, and made him many.''—Isaiah li., 1-2. 
_ The history of Israel traces its beginnings back to the remo‘. 
times of Abraham, whom it regards as the father of the Jewish people and 
the founder of the Jewish faith. He is the forefather of our race in a 
spiritual: as well as in a physical sense. In him we see represented 
the qualities which have made the people of Israel pre-eminent. 
And because he is the founder of the character and religion of 
Israel, the prophet bids every faithful Israelite to look to the rock 
from which he has been hewn and the source from which his life has welled 
forth. And in bidding us reflect on these things the prophet has in view 
something more important than the mere recital of Abraham's story. It is 
the spirit of Abraham which survives in the history of the Jewish race that 
is to be to us a constant source of inspiration, if we desire to pursue after 
righteousness and to seek after God. For Abraham was chosen of God for 


his possession of those qualities which fitted him to become the first . 


message-bearer of a religion destined to become universal. That much of 
his story is legendary may be freely conceded. That is Scripture’s way of 
presenting religious truths to ordinary men and women. In the striking 
words of the Zohar ANINA? NPA WNT 
23DD? RP NNT Alas for the man who reads these Biblical 
Stories as literal facts. They are merely the clothing in which spiritual 
truths are draped, since the average reader could not understand these 
teachings if they were not presented in a concrete form.” * 


| THE CALL OF ABRAHAM. 

Abraham hears the Divine command, telling him to leave his native 
country and go out into the larger world. The call of Abraham is an 
Oriental figure of speech. We ourselves are in the habit of speak- 
ing of a call from God or a warning from Heaven. In this 
sense people to-day are conscious of a call to uproot themselves 
from the home in which they have been nurtured and to pitch their 
tents in new and strange surroundings. Most insistent this call has 
been to the Patriarch’s descendants, to the wandering Jew; so that 
we may read into the scriptural narrative a sort of allegory of the pilgrim 
life of Israel. What was the purpose of Abraham's wanderings ? 
Clearly a spiritual. one. He was to become a blessing to mankind. 
‘In thee shall all the families of the earth be blessed.” We see Abraham 
striving to compass this purpose by proclaiming the name of God in all bis 
journeyings, building altars in sight of the heathen, and calling on the Divine 
name in their hearing. Something of the nature of Abraham's activities we 
may infer from the account of Melchizedek, who is represented as a priest 
of the Most High God—a monotheist of the time of Abraham who, having 
come under the Patriarch’s influence, became a fellow-worker with him in 


the dissemination of religious truth. To-day there are millions of feliow- 


workers ‘‘ of the order of Melchizedek,” helping Israel to spread the truth 
of God’s word abroad. Already in the Psalmist’s time it was said that 
“the name of God is praised from the rising of the sun to the setting 
thereof.’’ Since then centuries of enlightenment have rolled over the world. 
Yet the need of proclaiming the laws of righteousness which Abraham was 
the first to make known to a depraved world was never more urgent than it 
is to-day, when the ordered system of moral ideas built up by centuries of 
painful evolution seems to be falling into chaos, and men are flinging 
defiance at the distinctions between right and wrong which mankind have 
venerated for countless generations. Abraham feared not to shed the 
illumination of his genius on a benighted world. We, his descendants, 
‘the people who have seen a great light,’’ have need of similar courage, 
when all around us is plunged in the depths of moral darkness. — 


ABRAHAM AS WARRIOR. 

The words he addressed to Lot: ‘‘ Let there be no strife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee, for we are brothers, and the world is big enough for 
both of us,” have a meaning for mankind to-day which only needs to be 
pointed out to be appreciated. But Abraham in the character of warrior 
is no less inspiring than Abraham the peace-maker. The man who pleaded 
for peace was no weakling or coward. At the call of duty he could 
gird on his armour to rush to the succour of his captured kinsmen. 
But it was when he came forth as conqueror, and much booty 
was to be had for the asking, that his magnanimous disposition showed 
itself at its best. Such an example as Abraham is represerted as setting 
to the world’s conquerors carries its own lesson with it, teaching the world 
that the greatness and glory of a country are to be found, not primarily in 
its martial success, but in the nobility of self-sacrifice, in the moderation 
with which it grasps at the fruits of victory. 


ABRAHAM'S FAITH. 


- The father of our race is depicted as a man of unlimited faith in the 
goodness of God’s purposes. ‘And he believed in the Lord, and it was 
accounted unto him for righteousness.’’ Even in his childlessness he could 
put faith in the Divine promise that he was to become the father of a great 
nation. And yet also when the command came to him to offer up the child 
of his old age, in whom all his hopes were now centred, his unshaken faith told 
him that somehow “God would provide.” To-day the same Divine voice is 


heard in many a sorrowing home: ‘‘ Take now thy son, thine only son, whom... 


thou lovest, and offer him up to me as a sacrifice,”’ it whispers to us; and 
our faith is tested in an ordeal of fire as that of the Patriarch was tried on 
the Mount Moriah. Abraham stood the test. Shall we, his descendants, 
show ourselves of lesser faith? It is possible to rise to the same sublime 
heights of self-surrender if we follow in our forefather’s footsteps. 
Abraham's submission to the Divine will was entire, because it was in keep- 
ing with the rule of his life. ‘ Walk thou before me and be perfect ’’ was 
the command to which he yielded his whole life. In these imperishable 
words is summed up the duty of every son of Abraham, the duty to live a 
noble life, the life which the Patriarch lived as the Friend of God.

MESOPOTAMIA AS A 
JEWISH SETTLEMENT. 


ADDRESS BY MR. HERMAN LANDAU. | 


A meeting of the West End Jewish Literary Society was held on Sunday in 
the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue. Before a large and repre- 


_ sentative gathering, Mr. HERMAN LANDAU read a paper on “Mesopotamia and 


the Project of a Jewish Settlement.” Sir Puitip MaGNus, M.P., presided. | 
After referring to earlier papers he had read on the subject at Jewish 
gatherings, Mr. LANDAU said that it was for an open mind that he appealed to 
the patriotic Zionist or Itoist, to the indifferent who had no hope for the future 
of the Jews as a race, or to that vast mass of our people which looked forward to 
the return to Palestine by a miracle. He believed most firmly in the supreme 
importance of Zion as acentre of Jewish life and teaching ;‘he had in his time 


‘sought to make Jewish settlements; and, as for miracles, were they not around 


ws every day? Was it not a miracle that a country like Mesopotamia should have 
lain desolate for centuries, until, at the moment when millions of our brethren | 
were driven from their homes, there was a prospect of its restoration to prosperity 
under the good and stable Government of Britain? It was not the first time he 
had thought of 
BUILDING UP A JEWISH COMMUNITY, BY JEWISH MONEY, 


and under British protection and its guarantee of good government. On the_occasion 
of Queen Victoria's Jubilee he met Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and had a long interview 
with him on the possibilities of a Jewish settlement in Canada, the late Baron 


Hirsch having expressed to him (Mr. Landau) the intention of devoting a large 


sum of money to some such purpose—over ten millions sterling. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier suggested Manitoba, which at that time had barely sixty thousand 
inhabitants all told, as a suitable spot, and pointed out to him that if there was 
any considerable settlement of Jews in that province, they would, of course, be in 
sO great a majority that they could control the State legislature, and, to quote 
his own words, could pass such laws as suited them best, as for example, 
making Saturday the Sabbath, etc. A purely accidental cause, the failure 
of a bank which had had considerable advances from Baron Hirsch, on 
the security of land shares in Argentina, diverted the scheme to South 
America, aad there was a Jewish colony there which, though now abou, 
to pay its way, could never, in the most favourable circumstances, recoup 
the money spent onit. It was on the lines of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s proposal tha 
he ventured to say a successful settlement could be effected. With Mesopotamia 
under British rule, and its inhabitants under British ward, they could make a 
prosperous colony of Jews from all parts of Europe, increasing in numbers with 
every fresh section of the country brought under cultivation, learning the lessons 
of freedom, and unlearning the lessons of abject humiliation, under the beneficent 
inflaences of British rule, and, in time, taking their place among the proud 
sisterhood of Dominions, equal sharers in the glory of the British Empire. He 
did 

NOT CONTEMPLATE AN EXCLUSIVELY JEWISH COUNTRY. 


He thought it would be impracticable : he knew it would be undesirable. Evenin 
the halcyon days of Jewry Palestine was not an exclusively Jewish State, but now, 
as then, the large Jewish interests which must be created by Jews undertaking the 
task of re-creating the irrigation system, and the large Jewish population which 
would be drawn there afterwards, would naturally influence local legislation in the 
direction of their religious needs. Jews desired nothing but the results of what 
they did themselves, the product of their own energy and their own money, under 
the security of the british flag. His scheme depended for its success on appealing 
to the common sense of his coreligionists all over the world. It had two aspects ; 
it was a sound business scheme which must pay its proprietors well; it was a 
patriotic scheme, for it gave the Jews, as a people, an opportunity to find a home 
where they could develop their nationality in peace and security. Assuming 
that Mesopotamia became a British Crown Colony, the first thing that would be 
done, that must be done, was to carry out the system of irrigation werks which had 
been designed by Sir William Willcocks, who with the assistance of a large staff 
of engineers had spent some years in the investigation of its possibilities. He (Mr. 
Landau) emphasised this, particularly, for among the glowing promises made to the 
Germans, including British gold by way of indemnity for their having brought 
about the War, they had not omitted to dilate largely on the wonderful benefits 


the Germans would derive from the possession of Mesopotamia. The Bagdad 


Railway was built by them mainly on that account. By this scheme, six million 
acres of the most fertile land in the werld would be reclaimed, at the 


COST OF NEARLY EIGHTY MILLIONS STERLING. 


At first sight, that might appear; a colossal sum, quite beyond any hope of 
realisation, but when the figures were analysed, and the profits of the investment 
calculated, it would be seen that the amount was not too large for the prospects it 


offered. He asked the Jews of the world to find that sum, not in a single pay- 
ment, of course, but in subscriptions for a fixed number of years, in payments 
within the reach of the poorest, in exchange for shares in the company, while 
their richer brethren would, of course, be only too glad to avail themselves of so 
profitable an investment. He ventured to say that the number of Jews who 
would withhold their contribution from such a scheme, once it were fairly 
launched under proper auspices, would indeed be very small. He warned 
the Jews of the world that if ‘this opportunity were not seized, if. the 
work was ddne by public money, and the reclaimed land thrown open 
to all comers, not an inch of it but would be occupied. by settlers 
from every quarter of the globe, anxious to reap the benefits of the 
richest soil in the world. It was only the magnitude of the sum re- 
quired that had conserved this boon to our days—for had it been 
attainable at a comparatively small cost there would be no room for Jews. 


~ Not Jews alone, but the whole world, would be the richer for this realisation of 


the scheme. Mesopotamia would again become the granary of the Old World, 
and its production in favourable circumstances was simply prodigious. With that 
country in British hands, the Jewish settlers would have, in addition, unrivalled 
opportunities of marketing their produce, both by way of the Persian Gulf and 
by the Aleppo Railway through to Palestine and the Mediterranean. In time, of 


course, further railways would be builf along the old caravan routes. There had - 


already been a certain amount of criticism of his proposal on the score of climatic 
conditions, and they had all read accounts of what the British soldiers had had 
to endure. But those accounts referred to the immediate neighbourhood of the 


- Persian Gulf, and, more or less, to a country deprived of its natural protection 
against the extremes of climate. He would remind his friendly critics that he 


was speaking of a country which | 

STRETCHED FROM THE PERSIAN GULF TO ARMENIA, 
tat exhibited every kind of climatic condition from Egypt toSwitzerland. The 
Tigris and the Euphrates both had their rise in the mountain lands of Armenia, 
Bagdad itself was the seat of a very large and prosperous community to- 


day, and he had yet to learn that its climate was detrimental to their health. 
Another danger, foreseen by his critics, was that likely to arise from the 
unfriendliness of the Bedouin. Assuming that this danger was a real one, as it 
might easily be, under Turkish mis-rule, there was no government that could deal 
with it more firmly and justly than that of Great Britain, whose work in pacifying 
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the Soudan was a marked example of whatit could doimthisdirection. py; he 
not fear any unfriendliness from the Arabs, especially after the recent cours 
events, in which the Turks had shelled the Kasba, while the British had acie 
the protectors of Mecca and the Mohammedan world. This for the wana 
Bedouin; but by far the larger number of Arabs cultivated considerable 
of land in the valleys, both of the Euphrates and the Tigris, which were 
subject to the fear of the loss of their crops by the sudden floods that were of 
such frequent occurrence there. It needed little imagination, therefore, to seg 
that they would welcome such a prospect as that of the realisation of a scheme 
which would banish, once and for all, the danger of any future inundation. [Hq 
trusted that his first paper had made it clearthat he did not, by any means 
abandon the hopes he shared with his friends the Zionists, If there ws any 
doubt he would remove it atonce. He believed most emphatically in 


THE SUPREME IMPORTANCE OF ZION 


as a centre of Jewish life and culture. He approved, and had personally dong 
much to further the welfare of many of the tiny settlements in Palestine. He 
was one of the first members of the Chovevi Zion. He hoped for the re-building 
of the Temple, and for the founding of a Jewish University, a school of {abbis 
there, within the next few years. But he did not think either that Palestine could 
contain any very large number of settlers, or that it provided the neces 

sustenance for their nation’s re-birth. He wanted to see the Jewish (juestion, 
which was more truly the Christian question, put in the way of settlement at once, 
in his own life-time, and to do something for it. He believed that if the scheme 
which he laid before them was adopted, the Jew would need no urging to go to 
Mesopotamia, and that once settled there, he would, in no long time, take his place 
among the nationsof the world. He (Mr. Landau) had given much time and atten. 
tion to the study of this project. He believed it to be perfectly practical. He believed 
that it offered a providential way of escapeto their persecuted brethren, at the 
cost of little or no expense to the rest of them, if all took up a share in the burden. 
Would they not at least come forward and decide whether there was anything in 
his proposal? He asked that a Committee of the most representative Jews from 
every part of the world be formed, to draw up in detail, with the advice of Sir 


William Willcocks, a working scheme for the settlement of Jews in Mesopotamia, 


and to obtain from the British Government, on the return of Peace, a charter under 
which a settlement should be carried out, on the lines he had sketched above, 
(Cheers,) 


Mr. LuUciEN WOLF, in moving avote of thanks to Mr. Landau for his exceed. 
ingly interesting paper, said that the lecturer had rendered a very great service 
to the Jews if only to keep their eyes on Mesopotamia. They had to study most 
seriously the practical side of the scheme and the possibilities ‘of out)cok for 
their coreligionists. The Zionists had kept their eyes on Mescpotam:: as the 
Holy Land could not possibly hold all the Jews who wished to sett'e there. 
There would be many difficulties in the scheme, especially in the transporting of 
thousands of immigrants to the new land. The close of the war would cause a 
great change in politics. If the Allies had a great triumph the needs of Mesopo- 
tamia would not be as great as Mr. Landau seemed to think. A very large 


emigration of Russian Jews would take place after the war, however sat:s!actory 
the conditions of life might be for Jews in that land as a’result of the present 
conflict. They would have considerable inducement to go either to I’alestine or 
to Mesopotamia. But the conditions of those countries should be closely ‘udied 


by all Jews. The scheme as laid down by Mr. Landau was a very old one 

Sir JOHN STANLEY, in seconding the vote of thanks, said that he {v/lowed 
very closely the interesting lecture. The scheme seemed to him most practical! 
and most favourable -for a_ settlement of the Jews. Unfortunately the 
irrigation of Mesopotamia had been sorely neglected. The amount o! money 
required would be very considerable, but in a very few years the land ¢juld be 
improved. In India, where he had resided for many years, irrigation work had 
been carried out by the Government and had resulted in a considerable increase 
in the amount of produce. The same could be done in Mesopotamia. 

Mr. P. J. HARTOG said that, as a colleague’ of Mr. Wolf on the Ito, be 
remembered they had discussed the difficulty of transport in Mesopotamia. The 
Bagdad Railway would make a difference. He felt sure that the Jewish problem 
would take a very different aspect after the war, anda new era of prosperity in 
Mesopotamia would, he hoped, arise. | 

Dr. BUCHLER said that Mr. Landau was a great enthusiast. There would be 
a very urgent need for the scheme after the war if only to do something for the 
oppressed Jews from Russia. But he thought the immigrants might stop en route 
in Syria or Asia Minor. The Bedouins would not be unpopular with the Jews. 
There was a great need of preparatory work to be done in Russia, and, whilst 
expressing his gratitude to the lecturer, he hoped Mr. Landau would use his 
influence to stop the present persecutions in that country. ) 

Dr. W. FELDMAN said there would have to be established a very striking force 
to compel the Jews to go to Mesopotamia on account of the health conditions 
prevailing there. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they were considering a practical scheme. People 
were too fond of talking about-what they were going to do at the Peace What 
was required at the present juncture was to win the war, and, when that had 
been accomplished, then it would be time to consider the spoils, They hoped 
that Britain would have something to say in regard to Mesopotamia after the war. 
It was certain that no colony in Palestine was likely to be under British protectioa, 
for there were too many religions and colonies there, The general advantages '0 
be obtained in a Crown Colony would act as an inducement for Jews. 
Mesopotamia seemed to offer many facilities for their coreligionists wo were 
illtreated in countries of oppression. There they would preserve their judaism. 
It had been said that difficulties would arise with regard to health conditions and 
transport, but the Jews would overcome those dificulties if they were yiven the 
opportunities to develop in a free atmosphere. , 

The vote having been enthusiastically accorded, 

Mr. LanDaAu, in reply, said that the great bulk of their people wou! be ab 
to develop their national characteristics in Mesopotamia. Under the proper 
guidance and tutelage of Great Britain it would be a good investment. In com 
clusion he thanked the Chairman for presiding and alluded to the yeoman service 
Sir Philip Magnus was rendering to the country and to the great respect '9 whit 
he was held by the whole community.

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L.c.c. CARE COMMITTEES AND 
JEWISH WORKERS. 


From the Rev. A. A. GREEN, 43, Arkwright Road, Hampstead, N.W. 
[To THE EpITOoR.| 


Sir,—Will you permit me to offer a word of advocacy on behalf of a branch 
pf vital communal and national service which seems in some danger of being 
overlooked just now in the midst of so many claims upon the energies and 
sympathies of earnest people arising out of the war conditions ? 

~ The Care Committees attached to the London County Council Schools 


very urgently need the voluntary services of capable young women to 


serve in connection with schools in which the large majority of children affected 
by the Care Committees’ operations are Jewish. s 

This applies, more or less, to all the schools in the East End but especially 
to the district of Stepney where the work is great and the number of Jewish 
workers is inadequate. It ought not to be necessary to say very much in praise of 
the Care Committee work for, in the many branches of its activities, it has 


established itself as the soundest and most responsive form of social service. 


Especially is this so in regard to the medical inspection of schools which is not 
only a merciful boon to children and parents alike but which paves the way for 
the health of the coming generation and the soundness of the race in the future. 


Rapidly, all things considered, though slowly enough from the national | 
standpoint, these medical inspections have won their way and the result is that | 
instead of delicate and defective children growing up unfit, their health is restored, 


their scholastic chances are enhanced, their prospects of being able to earna 
living are increased, in some cases, made possible—the number of useful citizens 
is multiplied, the number of permanently incapacitated is diminished and the 
future generations are being fairly dealt with by their progenitors instead of being 
cruelly handicapped before they are born. | 

The process is very simple and straightforward. The children are examined 
periodically at the schools by capable physicians. All physical defects are 
immediately noted. It may be the simple matter of defective teeth or the timely 
discovery of the presence of adenoids. It may go further and deal with impaired 
eyesight or it may mean the discovery of tubercular condition at the stage when 


there is every hope of eradication. 


Whatever the trouble may be, the physician gives his or her report and then 
the service is required of voluntary workers who will seek out the parents, explain 
to them both the risks and the remedies, see that the doctors’ instructions are 
carried out, supervise the faithful attendance at the hospitals, carefully estimate 
the parents’ capacity to provide all that the children require, and carry out the 
work to a successful issue. 7 

At no time can I conceive more necessary national service, but, just now, 
when we are losing so many thousands of those who ought to have become the 
strong parents of sturdy children, is there anything more vital than is this work 
to the future stamina of the nation ? | 

It is, of course, the kind of philanthropy that rises above creed, but Jewish 
children and Jewish parents greatly require the careful handling-of those who 
understand them, and that is why, in the “Jewish” schools, it has become so 
necessary to ask for Jewish workers. | 

Incidentally, while conversionists make so much use of medical assistance, 
itis all the more needful that Jewish workers should step in between them and 
the children and should lend what help they can to the strengthening of the 
medical work of the schools. 

There must surely be many who can render the necessary assistance. Ihave 


no wish to deflect any help away from War Work, but there must be those who > 


have some time to spare, and they can offer one or two days or parts of days in 
the week, and I can promise that they will never regret it. There are some 
parents in the West who are timid about their daughters going to the East End, 
But the East End is as safe as the West, and those who work there run no more 


risk than-is encountered when they enter a shop in Oxford Street or go toa West 


End theatre or ride in a train or omnibus. 

In addition to this medical work which has especially come under my per- 
sonal notice, there is the care for thrift, the encouragement of the purchase of 
necessary clothes and boots by the children’s and parents’ savings instead of the 
careless resort to charity which very often, while it blesses on the surfaces, curses 
atthe roots. There is the investigation of cases where there is need of food, and 
there is the after-care of children who have left school. 

All such work means contact with real life and the inspiration that is always 
gained from contact with the heroism of the poor. It gives an outlook upon the 
things which really matter that brings its own blessing and confers its own reward.

Dr. Daiches, in the course 
of his sermon, said that they were present to do honour to the memory of their 
own friends, who were among the first to answer the call of this great country 
when, danger threatened, and who went asking no questions and considering no 
dangers. They did their duty well, dying in the service of the fairest and 
justest of all the nations. With their blood they had paid the debt of gratitude 
that the Jewish race owed to this country, which, when the Jews were being 
driven from place to place, had provided them with a haven of refuge. Was there 
a greater cause for which a man could live, and if necessary, die? There was no 
land for which the Jews would more readily lose their sons than for this great 
country, which had always been the champion of righteousness and justice, and 
always endeavoured to save the small and weak races and nationalities from 
oppression, 


After the service General English and his Staff-Captain followed the clergy 


and the wardens into the vestry room where Dr. Daiches conveyed the thanks of — 


the congregation to the General and his officers for so readily consenting to honour 
by their presence the memory of the fallen Jewish soldiers. The General, in reply, 
assured Dr. Daiches that his presence at the service had helped him to realise 
that “ we were all Britishers fighting for the same cause.” ‘It was the Jews,” 


he concluded, “who by their defence of Jerusalem against the Romans taught the 
world how to fight for an ideal.”

ROSH HASHONA CELEBRATION IN THE DESERT. 


A correspondent, writing from Aus, South West African Protectorate, on 
October Ist, states:—“‘ The Jewish New Year of 5677 will long be remembered 
by the members of the Jewish community who are doing their ‘ bit’ im the South 
West Protectorate (formerly South West German Africa), and who celebrated the 
High Festival at Aus on the 28th September. Owing to military exigencies and 
the long distance to a larger town inthe Protectorate, where the celebration might 
have been. carried out on a larger scale, it was impossible for the few Jewish 
military members at Aus to secure long leave, and they had to make their own 
arrangements, In connection with the religious ceremony which preceded the 
festivities proper, the Jewish folk here are indebted to the Rev. Harris Isaacs, of 
Kimberley, for instructions as to how they were to proceed, and also to the kind 
messages which were sent from him and his wife and the members of the 
Kimberley Jewish Congregation. After the religious ceremony, which was parti- 
cipated in by the few members who are on military service here, a banquet was 
held at the Station Buildings in the evening, to which about thirty guests were 
invited. The walls of the building were draped with the Union Jack, and the 
tables were decorated with the choicest flowers which the arid wastes of the South 
West could produce at this time of the year. In order to reach the banqueting 
hali the guests had to walk a few miles through rugged and silent scenery, and the 
climate verged between late autumn and early winter, a sharp and cold breeze 
blowing down the gorge, at the bottom of which lies the quaint little station 
cf Aus. This was the first function of the kind that has taken place here since the 
conquest of German West Africain July last. The guests were officially welcomed 
by the Chairman, Staff-Sergt. S. Neusted, to whom much credit is due for 
Originating the celebration of the festival in this unique manner, and who was.

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THE JEW AND THE SYNAGOGUE: 
AN ORTHODOX VIEW. 
From Mr. J. GILBERT, “ Concordia,” 27, Lordship Park, N. 
EDITOR. | | | 
Sir,—In your issue of the 6th inst., which appeared on the eve of the day set 
apart for Jewish self-examination, “Mentor,” under the heading “The Jew and 
the Synagogue,” once more draws the attention of your readers to the growing 


array of empty benches:in the synagogues on Sabbaths and Festivals, and to the 
extremely serious danger accruing to Judaism and Jewry from the constantly 
widening drift of abstention from the synagogue. Now the regular frequenter of 
our places of worship will readily admit that there is ample justification for such 
lamentations, and without wishing to join in the prophecy of the impending 


[To THE 


absolute loss of Israel as a people, “swallowed up irretrievably in the vortex of 


its assimilative surroundings,” if nothing is done to bring the Jew back to the 


synagogue—because: FWD NAY j'X—the community, as such, is never 


poor and never dies—it is unfortunately only too true that the “ Jewish cemetery 
enfolds Jewish congregations more certainly than does the synagogue.” These 
are sad but not untimely reflections for the Yom Kippur frame of mind; indeed, 
they recall the peculiar special allusion by the High Priest on that dayto the 
‘ Anshey Hashoron,” for whom he prays “that their houses may not. become 
their graves.” Nobody, having the interests of Judaism and Jewry really 
at heart, will therefore deny the immense importance of maintaining 
publi¢ worship in the synagogues, and to render it more effectual by 
making {such religious service as attractive as possible. But, as 


‘‘ Mentor” very justly points out, “ the solid incontrovertible fact that the synagogue | 


being a place for divine worship, for devotion, for public manifestation of faithful 
adherence to Judaism and to Jewry, the employment of the synagogue for these 


purposes needs first, last, and all the time the spirit which yearns for divine | 


worship, which craves for devotion, which demands means for proclaiming, in 
congregation with fellow-Jews, loyalty to Faith and Race and Creed.” And 
it is not without purpose that we prepare our infants for their first Jewish 
prayers with the ancient quotation: MAP ALO 13? AI ANN, it is 
the Torah, God's Law, handed over to us by Moses as an-inheritance of the 
congregation of Jacob; it is the treasure entrusted to the care of the Jewish 
community, for preservation and transmission from generation to generation, and 


it is, therefore, the only standard by which to test this community, whether it 


complies with the conditions laid down by Moses for the “ Kehilath Jacob.” 
“ Without this spirit of loyalty to Faith,” as ‘ Mentor” declares, “‘ you can do 
what you will and devise what you may for the synagogue and its service, it will 
remain unattractive. Given this spirit, and it will quickly make the synagogue 
attractive. It will sweep away everything that has clustered to it, that attunes 
not with the spirit of those who would worship within its walls. . . . But it 
will yield to that spirit and to nothing else, and no mere feint or sham of it. 
Where that spirit is absent or is not genuine, the synagogue resists at all hazards.” 

Now I must plead guilty to some bewilderment on reading and re-reading 
these beautiful lines. Not that the communal Telemachus is unaccustomed to 
such logically defined and masterly expressed noble sentiments, ‘pro aris ct 
focis,'' but these splendid admonitive Mussor words, if translated in the appro- 
priate idiom, might just as well have been addressed by an “ ultra-orthodox ” 
Rabbi or Maggid to his Kol Nidrei flock at Machzike Hadass Synagogues or 


Chevras, where one would not expect to meet with “‘ Mentor's” teachings. I 


must confess that I was somewhat curious to see the further inferential develop- 
ment of this communal self-examination reasoning. ; 
Of course, one is bound to concede that nothing could be more detrimental! 
to the interests of the community and the individual than the mischievous 
separation from the community which had already been severely denounced 
nearly 2,000 years ago by the great teacher Hillel. And just as no loyal 
citizen will hesitate to do “ his bit” towards the defence and the promotion of the 
interests of the country, so he should also, at all times, be prepared to share the 
cares and burdens and contribute his portion, by all means at his disposal, 


towards the promotion of the spiritual welfare of the community. And the 


smaller the numbers, and the greater the task of that community, with its grand 
mission to mankind, the more valuable and indispensable becomes thel 
co-operation of the: individual, the more unwarrantable also the abstention 
from such duties. And though it may be difficult to find historica 
proof for the assertion that the estrangement from the synagogue 
has been mainly responsible for anti-Semitism, it is a well-known 
fact that in this on the whole religiously disposed country the consistently 
observant Jew is better respected than the renegade. The exhortation addressed 
to our communal leaders to set an example by a more regular attendance at the 


synagogue ought therefore to be taken to heart, especially by those of our leaders’ 


whose mode of life is not altogether in flagrant contradiction to the spirit of 
loyalty to faith,” without which the usefulness of synagogue worship is abso- 
lutely inconceivable. 


7 And this brings me to deal with the conclusive paragraphs of “ Mentor's ” 
interesting Kol Nidrei article, in which the “illogical” attitude is commented 
upon, “of those who for one reason or another find themselves unable to observe | 


the Sabbath with all the strictness of Jewish Law, and feel it would savour of 
hypocrisy, or at least inconsistency, in them to attend service in the synagogue 
on a day they werenot ‘keeping.’” . . .- “Why, because they will not, or 
cannot, carry outall the restrictions imposed in connection with the Sabbath, 


they should also help to deal a constantly heavier blow at the very existence of | 


Jews and Judaism, by absenting themselves from the synagogue, is difficult to 
comprehend.” | 


So, according to “ Mentor,” absence from the synagogue is a much graver | 


Offence than systematic constant public desecration of the Sabbath? But whence 
in all the world does “Mentor” gain such extraordinary knowledge of Jewish 
faith, loyalty to which, he so very emphatically proclaims as being the most 
essential condition of worship, that, above all, stands for submissive respect 
to our God, who has commanded us noi to perform any work on the seventh 
day’? Has “Mentor” forgotten the four little, but ineffaceable, words, 
MIN \nNaY NX 1X “only keep My Sabbaths,” which, in Exodus xxxi., 15, 
in their connection with the divine bidding to build a temple, clearly are meant 
to remind us, that temple and altar are without purpose, if outside the temple the 
Worshipper desecrates the Sabbath, and that to visit the synagogue and to sing 
Hallelujah songs is blasphemy, if the singer does not keep the Sabbath. Only 
after having: proved by the observance of the Sabbath that we are ready to 
commit to God our home and family, our fortune and our business aspirations, 
Our sustenance and happiness, only then let us build places of worship, in which 


we seek God) as He wishes to be sought, as Master and Controller of our thoughts | 
and feelings, as Guide of our actions, as owner of our possessions and as Director |. 


of our pleasures, But if one has not the courage even to trust God for one day 
in the week, if the hope of profit and other attractions in the various spheres of 
life are sufficient reason for desecrating the Sabbath, then one might say that it 
Certainly would appear more dignified and consistent and at least not blasphemous, 
to stop away from the synagogue on Sabbath, and not to try to deceive oneself 
and others by attending divine service just on the very day, which one spends 
less in conformity with all religious teaching than all the other days of the week, 


Gentile for his day of the Lord: 
It would be very interesting to learn how “Mentor” reconciles his theory 
that the observance of tlie Sabbath is largely “a matter of private duty 


and of individual interpretation ””"—and .that “each man has to square 
his conception of the Fourth Commandment with his own private conscience,” 
with his notions of that staunch “loyalty to faith” which he declares 
to be so indispensable for public worship. After all the Jewish Law 


does not say that he who does not attend the synagogue on the Sabbath 


has transgressed it; but it does anathematise him who works on the 
Sabbath. I wonder, whether “ Mentor” would, for instance, recommend the 
providing of kosher luncheons on Yom Kippur, in the proximity of the Synagogue, 
for the convenience of such worshippers who square their conception of Yom 
Kippur with their own private conscience in a similar manner as that suggested as 
admissible for the interpretation of the Sabbath-Law For it must not be over- 
looked that the Sabbath is not of less importance for Judaism than the Yom 
Kipper, of which all the Day of Atonement observers are reminded every year by 
the words of one of our oldest prophetic Mentors, who, likeour “ Communai 
Armchair” “Mentor,” makes “ loyalty to faith” the first and last sime qua non con- 
dition of public worship, and who, like no other preacher, had the courage to 
denounce some of the rich worshippers of those days, to whom he refers as the 
‘ Squires of Sodom,” as the most undesirable elements of the community. After 
having recalled at the beginning of his Yom Kippur sermon the old “iniquity 
of Israel's covetousness” as the cause of the divine wrath, he concludes his pro- 
phetic admonition with the words: “If but thou wert to keep.aldof thy foot from 
the Sabbath, not to perform thy business on that my holy day and call the Sabbath 


a delight, the day holy and honoured to God, and if thou honourest it by not — 


performing thy own ways, and not attending to thy business and not even speak- 
ing of it—then—only then—thou shalt feel delight and be uplifted by God; andI 


will lead thee up to the heights of the earth and feed thee with the heritage of 


and without’ anything like that respectful consideration shown by the average | ff 


thy father Jacob—for the mouth of God has promised it.”

A JEWISH SOCIAL CENTRE IN WEST LONDON, 


_  Apreliminary meeting was held on Sunday at the Board Room of the Hampstead 
Synagogue. Mr. Leslie D. Botibol, the originator of the scheme, called upon Mr. Paul 
Goodman, President of the West London Zionist Association, to preside. 

Mr. GOODMAN explained that he presided as President of the parent institution, and it 
was decided that the shekel should form the basis of membership. Members would be quite 
free to enjoy what opinions they thought fit, but since it was left for the West London 
Zionist Association to call into being such an institution as a social club in West London, 
it would be of necessity be run under the Zionist: «gis with an atmosphere of Jewish 
Nationalism. 

Mr. Goodman read a letter from the Rev. A. A. Green, in which he expressed himself 
entirely out of sympathy with the scheme. Mr. Goodman proposed that the organisation 
to be formed be known as the Social Branch of the West London Zionist Association. 

The Rev. W. STOLOFF, in seconding the motion, spoke of the need of such an 
organisation in the district, and emphasised the necessity of the Zionist element because 
Zionism was the only Jewish organisation which succeeded at all in bringing together 
the young people of the community. Attempts had been made to liberalise the Syna- 
gogue, and in spite of innumerable attractions such as up-to-date services mainly in 
English, organs and innovations of that kind, the young people still stayed away. They 
wanted their young people to meet and interest themselves in Jewish matters, and it was 


with this aim that they proposed to form the social branch of the West London Zionist 
Association. 


The resolution was adopted. 
After some discussion, in which the Chairman invited all present to participate, a 


provisional Committee was elected, who will formulate a scheme to put before the next 
meeting.

That was a short- 
sighted view. Jews had as much to do with the war as every other belligerent nation 
but were the most likely to get no material benefit from it. Whereas, the other 
participants in this gigantic slaughter had some object in view, the Jews were fighting 
their own brothers—their own flesh and blood. In order that these sacrifices in. blood 
‘might not be made in vain, the Jews should be organised in such a manner that their 
claims to their long cherished ideals should be irrefutable. Individuals did not count. 
The work—which is unlimited-had to be carried on by the nation as a whole—in 
crowds—in masses. Inthe discussion that followed Messrs. H. Seligman, P. Segall, 
L. L. Fine, and Rev. H. Hamburg took part. On the motion of Mr. J. Lewis, seconded 
by Mr. E. Reuben and supported by Mr. A. Lewis, thanks were accorded to Dr. Brodetsky. 
The Chairman appealed for support in connection with the National Fund and a 
substantial sum was realised.—A general meeting of the Daughters of Ziot Association 
was held on Sunday. Mrs. L. Tobias presided. The prospects for the coming season 
were discussed. It was decided to resume activitives and to commence them with 
q Chanucah celebration. |

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


The stories of Abraham, which we are reading in the 
weekly portions of the Law just now, have always 
possessed a great attraction for me, and I love them, I 
think, more than any other portion of the Bible. We 
look back to Abraham as the father of our race, as the 
one to whom was first disclosed the great mission which 
the Jewish people was to bear. The Rabbis say some- 
where that Abraham foreshadowed the whole of the 
Torah, and indeed he did exemplify im-his life the lofty 
teachings which Moses was afterwards to embody into 
a code. 

A PLEA FOR MERCY, 

There is probably no incident more illustrative of the 
Jewish conceptions of justice than Abraham's noble 
plea for Sodom and Gomorrah which occurs in to- 
morrow'’s Sedrah. When Abraham learnt, according 
to the Bible story, of the divine plan for the overthrow 
of thesetwocitiestheinhabitantsof which were so wicked, 
his heart was sore troubled lest a few innocent people 
should perish because of the misdeeds of the many. In 
revealing His intentions to Abraham God had said: 
“For I know him, and he will command his children 
and his household after him, and they shall keep the 
way of the Lord, to do justice and judgment.’’ So 
already, in God's eyes, Abraham was a righteous man 
whose sense of justice was very keen, and we can under- 
stand that Abraham's plea was received with favour by 
the Most High. How eloquently Abraham addresses 
God: '' Wilt Thou also destroy the righteous with the 
wicked?’’ he asks. Peradventure there be fifty 
righteous within the city; wilt Thou also destroy and 
not spare the place for the fifty righteous that are 
therein? That be far from Thee todo after this manner, 
to slay the righteous with the wicked: and that the 
righteous should be as the wicked. That be far from 
Thee! Shall not the Judge of all the earth do right ?’' 

THE APPEAL ANSWERED. 

God promises Abraham that if fifty righteous men can 
be found in Sodom He will spare the place for their 
sakes. Abraham is then emboldened to plead sti

further. If only five men are lacking from the fifty, and 
forty-five righteous men are to be found, surely God 
will not destroy the city! And so he goes on pleading 
tillat last he secures the Divine assurance that if but 
ten righteous men were to be found, the place would be 
spared. Unfortunately for Sodom the minimum number 
of good people was not to be found within its wails. 
THE MEASURE OF WICKEDNESS. 

We can best measure the extent of the wickedness of 
the people of Sodom by their violation of the laws of 
hospitality, which were so sacred in the East. The 
Rabbis bave many tales to tell concerning this. If a 
poor stranger entered the city all the citizens yave him 
money, but refused to sell him food or allow him to 
leave. When he died of starvation the citizens took 
back the money they had given. On one occasion a 
stranger came with a camel and rich merchandise and 
was invited home by one of the citizens, who robbed 
him of all his goods in the course of the night, 


impudently telling the man he must have dreamed that 


he came with the merchandise he described. When he 

complained to the court of the manner in which he had 

been robbed, the judge told him also that he had been 

dreaming and ordered him to pay a fee to the man fo 

interpreting his dream ! | | 
THE WILY ELIEZER. 

Eliezer, Abraham's servant, however, seems, accord- 
ing to the Rabbis, to have been more than a match for 
the Sodomites. When a man had been wounded, the 
judges, instead of awarding compensation for the injury, 
used to order the wounded man to pay a fee for having 
been bled. (The letting of blood was a favourite remedy 
in olden times for a great number of ailments.) Eliezer 
once brought an action against a man for wounding him 
and being ordered to pay a fee for having been bled, 
took a stone from his pocket, flung it at the judge's head 
and exclaimed: ‘ Now I have bled you! give my fee to 
the man who bled me.” Another stupid law in Sodom 
was that anyone who invited a guest to a wedding-feast 
should forfeit his clothes. One day, Eliezer walked 
into a wedding-feast uninvited and was asked: “ Who 
invited you here?” Eliezer promptly replied: “ you did!” 
whereupon the questioner, afraid of losing his clothes, 
fled from the room. And the rest of the company, 
fearing that they would be also accused in turn, 
likewise ran away leaving Eliezer to enjoy the banquet 
alone, 

THE FINAL SCENE, 

We can see, from the Bible narrative, how the 

Sodomites treated strangers, by the way they wished to 


kill the angels to whom Lot was giving hospitality. Lot 


defended them with his back to the door very 
courageously, and it would have gone very hard with 
him had not the angels rescued him. Such wicked 


people deserved the fate that befell them. This was 
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the final scene: “And Abraham gat up early in the 
morning to the place where he stood before the Lord. 
And he looked towards Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
toward all the land of the plain, and beheld, and, lo, 
the smoke of the country went up as the smoke of a 
furnace,”
